The signing of (he IVclaration of 
Independence stands e)tit among the 
events of the |»ast as the great epoch 
making deed e>f history. 


The monument of liberty and inde- 


I>endence*, reared July -I, lufi, will 
stand forever against tyrannical 
erm-Ity and despotic Imposition, for 
it was reared In the souls of fox-men 
—men of Intelligence and willpow- 
er who guarded liberty jealously and 
offered their lives In Its defense. 
Great historical eve-nts are but cli- 
maxes resulting from the movements 
of the* masses*. A study of the (rend- 
Ing of the lints e)f progress e>l nations 
demonstrate-* that the signing of the 
IKtlaration of Independence was the 
re-snlt 
of acts accumulating from 


e-nriii-st times. History Is a re-turd 
of (lie progress of individual and na- 
(ional IilK.-rty—civilization Is Its de- 
velopment—American citizenship its 
grandest cve-nt. 
Authentic history finds civilization 


cradled lie-neath the colossal monu- 
ments of Kgypt, traces Its ndvancive 
movement through Persia, with her 
architectural masterpieces e>f palaces 
and tombs, n despotic government, 
strong in war but cripple-din art and 
religion, on Into Grtxve. Pause nnd 
view the crumbled relics of Grecian 
civilization, for in the Grvcian com- 
mon wealth the political and Intellect- 
ual life of the world l)egan. Up tcj 
the time that Gre-ece obtained the 
ruling sceptre of the earth there had 
be-en nothing but tyrannical despot- 
ism; It vvas left for her to germinate 
the principles of [Kjlitlcal freedom nnd 
first form a government of, for and 
by the ix-ople; but even after attain- 
ing It the reign of freedom was short 
Jived. 
Monarchlsm gained control 


and Greece s.nccumlK'd (o |x)werful 
Home; her gems e»f art and archi- 
tecture arc crumbled Into rnins but 
(he principles of ]>olitical freedom,fed 
and strengthened by the philosoph- 
ical spirit that will forever iK-rpetiinte 
the grvatne-ss of t he glory ol Gre-e-ee 
gained a strong hold In the minds of 
(he people that time and oppression 
could not distroy. The fires of liber- 
ty had l>e-<-n kindled never (o l>e ex- 
tinguished: the flame-s smouldered 
through centuries of 1'oman rule 


the colonies. 
Ttie navigation act, 


mutln3-nct.net closing Itoston har- 
bor, and (he tea act \\ere passed; 
pariimcnt finally e-nactlng. as a fit- 
tltg climax to this list of tyrannical 
measures the well known stamp act. 
all the'se for the purpose ol revenue. 
The fiery opposition to this measure 
soon accomplished Its rcix-ul,causing 
colonists. 


for the 


king soon be-gan enforcing the sugar 
act and the tea act and the act clos- 
ing theltoston Harixar together with 
the le-ss oppressive measure*. 
The 
mutiny act wasesjuxially obnoxious 
as it was Intended to compel (he- col- 
onists to rpiarterand provide for the 
Knglish truopSM-nt toAiucrica with- 
out e-xi«ens<- to (In* F.nglisli govern- 
ment. This was In 1»70. For five 
ye*ars there- was a lull In-fore the 
storm (hat was to break forth with 
sweeping fury. A foe-ling of uneasl- 
ne-ss existed during that (line. 
Few 


outbreaks exxum-d but the pe-ople 
were 
dissatisfied, seemingly 
but 
awaiting an opportunity (ogive vent 
to their fee-lings. 


The Krilis.Ii soldiers were iiuart ere-1 


in Itoston and the mutiny act enforc- 
e-d. Companies of minute men were 
formed mnong the colonies nnd made 
ready for any and every e-mergency. 
It was evident that the ix-nt up 
emotion ol (he *x.-ople. that Intense 
patriotism born In them, must soon 
break forth In a powerful demand 
for justice. It nerved the arm to 
steel and Inspired dashing bravery. 
The opportunity came*. April IMh. 


li7T>. General Gage*, commander of 
the Uritish at lloston, despatched a 
body of troops on thnt fatal cxpoll- 
tlon to Ce>nconl,wtth Instructions to 
destroy any stores ami ammunition 
that might be found. You all know 
well the result, these events are fresh 
In your minds. The liritish troops 
met Col. Parker on the village grevn 
at Ix-xlngton, and the first shot of 
the war of the American Involution 
was heanl; Its echoes reverlK-rated 
among the hills of Vermont, rang 
through the valleys of New Hamp- 
shire and along the shores of Maine. 


now and again darting forth in futile 
spasmodic attempts for recognition. 
As Uoman supremacy !>egaM to ile- 


cline

dcveloi>ed rapidly; attempts 


were made by the ix-ople In what Is 
now Switzerland, Germany, France, 
Spain and Kngland to gain jMjIitical 
rights and voice In affair<> of govern- 
ment. Kxcepting In Switzerland they 
we-re rcbuke-d; oppn-sslon anil bur- 
dens were heaped upon them. These 
bunlcns and oppressions became 
so heavy and severe In Itoth l>oHtlcal 
and religions matters, that the suf- 
ferers iveredriven (o American shores 
that they might 
the yoke of 
tyranny. They gladly entered the 
wooded wilds and subjected thcni- 
se-Ives to the |K-rils and trials of fron- 
ier lift*, in order to l.ave (he opj.>or- 
;unity of enjoying wha( they knew 
:o ••«• their rights. Thus wnu formed 
;henuceliis of a great pe-ople. The-we 
emigrants formed themselves Into 
colonies and prac(ically governed 
themselves. The kings and monarchy 
of the old world eared for them but 
ittle. never dreaming of what (he 
future would bring forth. The spirit 
of frex-dom and liberty had fonnd a 


With the spee-d of the winds it was 
borne down thepictun-so.ue Hudson, 
on and Into every village and hamlet 
of the Southern Colonies. It was 
(he stnmge-st call to arms that jia- 
triot soldieTS ever answered. It was 
the opportunity for which all were 
waiting and the patriots from thir- 
teen eolonle-s Hocked to wards IJoston. 
Sheathing Ills plowshare in mother 
e-arth Putnam has ridden one hun- 
dred mlle-s wilhin t-Iglitcen hours 
after the call was sounded, that he- 
might draw the sword In de-fense of 
his own nnd his country's honor. 
Soon after that shot was fired Wash- 
Ington npjK-ara at the Congress at 
Philadelphia uuiforme-d from hat to 
boot, and with sword In-lte-d to his 
side offers to rtjuip a full regiment at 
his own expense and lead them on to 
I'.oston to battles against the hired 
repre-se-ntative-s of avarice, tyranny 
and greed. Up to this time there 
was no thought of fanning an Inde- 
pendent nation. The colonists were 
nngervd at the Knglish king ami 
leaders, not at the Knglish iK-ople. 
Now, however, the war for fm-dora 
was surely on and a sentiment favor- 
Ing an entire se-paration from the 
mother country iK-gan to IKS soundly 
agitated. This feeling soon litenme 
general. 
The assemblies of e-aeh 
colony passes] resolutions asking 
congress to make a iKx-laration of 
lndei>e-ndance nnd this famous docu- 
ment after considerable debate was 
by an unanimous vote and 
signed at "J o'clock on the- afternoon 
of the celebrated day. The faithful 
old be-H man of (he house of congress 
rang fordi the news proclaiming the 
birth of the nation. The[>ca!ingof 
the old IK!! of liberty was the swe-e-t- 
est sound to the ear of the patriot. 
The brevze that bore It fanned the 
fire of patriotism to a feverish he-at; 
It winged Us way across the Atlan- 
tic waters and angere-d the heart of 
Kngland's king until it burne-d for 
ve-ngcance*. It ttopjK-d not there but 
sure-Iy rang around the world, and 
forever will continue Its warning 
I 
K-al, nerving the |>atrlots ami as 
ong n* there is a l>Iow to IKS struck 
forfrwdom, and aslong as (here Is 
a (yrant's arm raised to oppres.*. 


Since the war ol the lU-voIntltlon 


hUtory records Its greatest era of 


1 folds by riv- 
ers «[ pnviou* bliKM], The full price 
wasi<aidaad (he stars and'stri|K-s 
lN>ats over a united li.nd ol |H-ace. 
Kvery bre-eze that sighs through the- 
northrni pine*, that sways and trem- 
ble-s the southern palmetto or waves 
the fie-lds of prairie grain, wafts the 
notes of iH'-aceand fntilom to all. 


P.ut In the midst of all this peace 


and privile-ge within our eiwn bor- 
ders, glance one moment at 
the 
world beyond. 
There lies to the 


south-e-ast of us but a day's voyasre 
distant from our coast a fe-rtlle Islt- 
In which Is King wage-d one of the 
fierrest struggle-s ever fought In de- 
fense of human rights. The army ol 
Spain Is destroying with savage 
cruelty In a desperate attempt to 
maintain control and continue to 
foit-is unjust bunle-ns upon the Cu- 
bans. The patriots of that small 
island, scant-ly as large ns our own 
state, are Inllame-d ivltli the same 
zeal that carried our 
forefathers 


through (he Involution. The strug- 
gle is more cruel, more vicious, than 
that cndure-d by thethirtecn colonies.

UlK-rty nnd justii-e 
are not In his vocabulary. 
Insult 
and murder arv his delight. 
This, but one hundred miles from 
our borders! This, at the eiid of 
tlie nineteenth century! on an Island 
once ttvmlng with Industry, and en- 
gaged In an Immense comment- with 
civilized countries, and these dee-els 
iK-ing i>crformed by a nation long 
catalogucdascivilized! If,perchance 
it might l*e the privilege of spirits 
eince departed, to In-iiold the acts ol 
earth, what sentiment think ye fills 
the spirits <>I Washington, I.aFayctte 
nnd Gustavus Adolphus.

saere-d memories of these Illustrious 
patriots of the past, may (hisnatlon 
sixm stretch forth it powerful arm 
ono; more In de-fen *c of right justle-e, 
and fiiually.and firmly e-stablisheil 
tho Hag e»f Iil<e-rty over the struggling 
l>atriots of Cuba.

The nation ami government can 
advance only as (he individuals com- 
Itosing the massed shall dictate. The 
slow movements of the masse-f, has 
iK-en thec-itoch making power In the 
history of the world, the cause ol 
all evolution and progress in social 
and national life.

Tho roth cf March is an important 


date both in the secular and religious 
calendars. It is the first quarter day in 
the year and as euch comes home to 
most cf us who have before our eyes the 
fear cf payment of rent or the rarer 
pleasure of receiving it Tho pay days 
in England have been arbitrarily fixed 
on Lady day. Midsummer day, Michael- 
mas day and Christmas day. Why! No- 
body has been able to explain, unless it 
bo that, arriving, as they An, near tho 
end cf each quarter, each important 
days are better as reminders of onr duty 
to <JUT landlord than any ordinary 50th 
or S 1st of tho month would bo likely to 
be. 


But it Is, of course; as ono of the 


great festivals dedicated to the Virgin 
(as its name. Lady day, cr tho old term, 
Our Lady's day, implies) that it has 
most Importance, being tho anniversary 
cf the day when tho acgel Gabriel an- 
nounced to the Virgin the mystery of 
the incarnation. 
Ferar other elates in 


tho calendar f hare the honor of this ti- 
tle—namely, Feb. 2, or tho Purification; 
July 2, or the Visitation, to commem- 
orate the visit paid by tho Virgin Mary 
to her cousin Elizabeth (instituted by 
Popo Urban VI in 13&3); Sept 8. or 
the Nativity, and De^c. 8, cr the Con- 
ception. 


But the 25th of March, cr tho An- 


nunciation, is most regarded, as it is 
the anniversary, according to Et Au- 
gustine, of the great event to which it 
owes its origin, and the institution of 
this festival dates from very early times, 
tinco St Athanasius makes mentioned 
it in ono cf his sermons. An order of 
tho Patriarch Nicephorus having given 
permission to break the fast of Lent if 
the Annunciation happened to fall on 
tho Thursday or Friday cf Holy week, 
a council convened at Toledo in 636 to 
preserve the complete observance of 
Lent and ordered the transference cf the 
holiday to the week preceding Christ- 
mas. Some cf the eastern churches still 
follow this decree, but the Syrians have 
fixed it on Doc. 1 and the Armenians 
oa the 6th of January, while in the 
Latin church it has resumed its eld 
place in the ecclesiastical calendar. In 
the western church, if it should fall in 
the Easter fortnight, its celebration -i»

very highly observed in England. Tho 
jynod of Worcester, 1S-JO A. D., by one 
of its canons forbade all servile work 
upon it, and this was afterward con- 
firmed by various provincial and dioc- 
esan council* in all respects eiccpt ag- 
ricultural labor. 


In Komc, in the early part cf the cen- 


tury, the elay used to be celebrated with 
great pomp and tplendor. We read that 
the windows were huntf with crimson 
BT"1 yellow »ilk draperies and occupied 
by females in most gorgeous attire, 
whilo the churches were patrolled by 
the pope'* horse guards in their rplen- 
did fall dress uniforms, all of whom 
wore in their caps a rprig cf myrtle a* 
a sign of rejoicing. Before the service a 
procession appeared, preceded by anoth- 
er detachment of the guards mounted 
on black chargers, who roda forward to 
clear the way to the sound of trumpet 
nM the beating of drums. This martial 
array wa» followed by a bareheaded 
priest en * white mule, bearing the host 
in a gold cup, at the tight cf which cv- 
crybody prostrated him sell The prpc 
used formerly to rida on the white mule 
himself, and all the cardinals used to 
follow him in tbeir magnificent robes 
of state, Lot as the eminent isstmi were 
for the most part not very eminent 
horsemen they were generally fastened 
on lest they should tumble off.
